By Mr Galdwoll—T did not look into the , 
box for the purposs of finding the watch. 
Mr Meinses had not told me that ho lost 
awatch I was looking for the property 
atolen from Miss Sheroin. 

J. Molnnes, recalled, said—A apirit.amp 
like that produced was reported to me to 
have beots lost by one’of, the lodgers in the 
hotel about three weeks x20. 

By Mr Onldwell—Tho description of the 
lamp referred to correaponded with the 
lamp ptoduced. The prisoner was not pre- 
sent whon this report was mado. - 

Doteotive Sergt. McDonald —I found the 
Jam paad cigarette-holder.at the sams time as + 
the watch in tho prisoner’s box, He sud 
the spitit-lamp had bee given to him by 
au Aoxrican gentleman. who had beon 
living wi the hotel. Ha ‘said the cigaratte- 
holder ind bean given fo him by ancther 
gentleaan. 

Mr Wotton asked that the case should be 
adjourned for.s week, He said he wight 
mention in connection with the case that 
robberiaa in the Hotel had been frequent 
and sorivus of Iate, ands large amount of 
property had beon taken from places close 
to the hotel also. It was very difficult, of 
course, where the victina of these robberies 
wera" people inerely passitig™ through the 
colony, to trace the criminals in time for 
evidento to be forthcoming to show the 
ownership of the property, and frequently 
person: who would othcrwise have beon 
convicted got off in consequence of this. 
He mentioned these facts in order that his 
Worship, if he adjourned the case for the 
‘return of the owner of the watch in ques- 
tion, should impose « heavy bail, as it was 
most desirabla that this. man should be 
forthcoming on the next occasion, He 
theroforo asked that the bail be imoroased. 

Mr Caldwell had nn vbjection to the ad- 
journment, but he thought the bail previ- 
oualy fixed, $300, waa sufficient. 

Mr Wotton said when he asked for the 
increase of the bail it was not so much on 
account of the value of the articles before 
the Court on it was for the fact that they 
pointed to other robbotios that bad been 
committed, which ought to open his Wor- 
ship's mind to the fact that af this 
man Ind committed this robbery, in all 
probability there were others that would bo 
baid athie door, 

His Worship iucreased the bail to $500, 
the case being adjourned for a week.
